In these days of consolidated schools one would think the con­ 
troversy over the worth of the little red schoolhouse might die 
out. Yet only recently an educational authority 
repeated 
the 
assertion of modern schoolmen that one girl cannot successfully 
teach the three “RY ' to 20 or 30 mischievous school children of 
all ages and grades of school progress. 
As usual, defenders ap­ 
peared who eagerly championed the old red school house. Hadn’t 
it produced most of the nation’s greatest 
men 
and 
women? 
Didn’t its products rank as well, proportionately, as the products 
of the elaborate metropolitan educational systems? 
There really is a good deal to be said in favor of the little 
school house, but there is also the lurking suspicion that many 
cf its noblest achievements have come in spite of its weakness, 
not because of them. 
The teacher of the one-room country school in so far ss she 
is free of the red tape and systematized efficiency of the machine- j 
like city school, probably has a great advantage over her fellow 
teachers of the large communities. 
If. in the first place, she has 
the same fine training and is given her appointment because of 
genuine qualifications of temperament, ability, character and 
love of the work, her little schoolhouse will be hard to beat. 
And it is equally true that the teacher in the city school, with 
all her up to date equipment, fine building and the backing of a 
highly organized school system, will do little for her pupils if she 
lacks the fundamental qualities of a good teacher.

As long as the woman’s civil rights are merely borrowed from 
her husband’s, and limited by his, she is not a full citizen. It is 
patently unjust that an American woman should lose her citi­ 
zenship automatically when she marries an alien. 
.This unjustice is remedied by the Cable bill, now passed by 
both houses of Congress. The female citizen marrying an alien 
will no longer transfer her citizenship rights unless she formally 
renounces the United States ^government. There is an exception 
made when she marries an alien ineligible to American citizen­ 
ship, but such marriages are so few’ as to be negligible. 
This principle ol independent citizenship for women works 
both ways. The new’ law properly provides that an alien woman 
does not become an American citizen automatically by her marri-, 
age to a naturalized alien, but only through her own act in ob­ 
taining naturalization. 
This should have a good effect in rais­ 
ing the value of American citizenship among the 
foreign-born 
population.

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MOVEMENT FOK BETTERING OF CINCINNATI’S MORALS. 


In the line of morality the city of Cincinnati has stood pretty 


JOW, with the demoralizing influences of its numerous distilleries, 
breweries and saloons. 
It’s vote against temperance has always 
been proof of this. 
How gratifying it is to learn, since the ad­ 
vent of prohibition, that the scale is turning in a marked degree. 
We have seen nothing lately more in proof of this than the fol­ 
lowing, and we are sure that in a short time the effect of this 
movement will be felt in bettered moral conditions in the Queen 


City of the W est. 
A new social service handbook of Cincinnati is ju st off the 
press. 
It describes in detail the 260 
odd 
organizations 
and 
agencies engaged in some form of social service, and is a mine of 


useful and well-arranged information. 
In addition to listing facilities for caring for the disadvant­ 
aged groups, such as the sick, the blind, the needy, dependent and 
delinquent children, the agencies promoting citizenship, health, 
recreation, and desirable standards of living are given attention. 
Work among young people is stressed, such 
organizations 
as 
Scouts and Camp Fire Girls being included. Camps for boys and 
girls, for young men, and for young women are listed. The parks 
and playgrounds are itemized as to supervision, equipment, and 
types of activities. The Community Centers of the public schools 
are described in detail, as are those groups doing work among the 
Negro population and those who reach outlying parts 
of 
the 
county. Protective groups, such as Big Sisters and Big Brothers, 
come in for notice. 
A feature of great interest is the section devoted to the social 
service activities of the various churches themselves, which are 
listed according to denominations. 
The information regarding 
the churches was compiled by the Federation of Churches. 
The handbook is having a wide circulation among laymen. 
It will be of definite assistance to m inisters and leaders in their 
churches. 
A num ber of the leading churchmen of the city have 
endorsed it, and some of them are opening up their offices as 
points of distribution. 
It will be helpful also to professional and 1 
volunteer social workers, boards of directors, physicians, nurses, 
lawyers, and group leaders.

In these days of consolidated schools one would think the con­ 
troversy over the worth of the little red schoolhouse m ight die 
out. 
Yet on^y recently an educational authority 
repeated 
the 
assertion of modern schoolmen th at one girl cannot successfully 
teach the three “R’s” to 20 or 30 mischievous school children of 
all ages and grades of school progress. 
As usual, defenders ap­ 
peared who eagerly championed the old red school house. H adn’t 
it produced most of the nation’s greatest 
men 
and 
women? 
Didn’t its products rank as well, proportionately, as the products 
of the elaborate metropolitan educational system s? 
There really is a good deal to be said in favor of the little 
school house, but there is also the lurking suspicion th at many 
cf its noblest achievements have come in spite of its weakness, 
not because of them. 
The teacher of the one-room country school in so far as she 
is free of the red tape and system atized efficiency of the machine­ 
like city school, probably has a great advantage over her fellow 
teacher^ of the large communities. 
If, in the first place, she has 
the same fine training and is given her appointm ent because of 
genuine qualifications of tem peram ent, ability, character and 
love of the work, her little schoolhouse will be hard to beat. 
And it is equally true that the teacher in the city school, with 
all her up to date equipment, fine building and the backing of a 
highly organized school system, will do little for her pupils if she 
lacks the fundam ental qualities of a good teacher. 
It really isn’t 
the number of rooms to building, nor the num ber of teachers, 
th at makes the school a place of education.
